Can We Balance ? 


How far, if at all, these lines of depres- 
sion may be balanced by an upward curve in 
root crops the report does not help us to 
estimate, except in the case of the most im- 
portant of these, potatoes, and there the 
balance, so far from being redressed, is 
merely depressed further. For the potato 
area in the Free State in 1925 was 371.2 thou- 
sand acres; in 1924 it was 383.4; in the 
period of 1919-23 the average was 407.9. 
The. percentage drop here was worse for the 
long period comparison than in Northern 
Ireland, England ‘and Wales or Scotland— 
9 per cent. against 6.4, 5.4 and 7.1 respec- 
tively. All these countries appear, however, 
to be in the same boat, and its“ list” is 
more noticeable at our end than in that of 
our neighbours, who, nevertheless, cannot 
seriously congratulate themselves on a plight 
in/which all share. 


Drop in Potatoes. 


Our principal tuber crop, then, taken with 
our cereals, gives an additional proof of de- 
pression in so far as the decline in the areas 
under tillage are a fitting subject for 
pessimism. The report before us does not 
deal with the live stock of these countries, 
but that has recently been examined, and 
with like results. 

In fact, the latest figures issued this month 
by the Department of Agriculture show a 
serious decline in cattle, sheep over one year 
old, pigs, and horses for the whole country. 
Sheep under one year old, on the contrary, 
show an increase which is encouraging. The 
big decline is shared in by the Free State and 
Northern Ireland. There is a further decline 
in the Free State of 1,573,552 in the total 
number of poultry, or, if the whole country 
is considered, of 570,002—say, 6 p.c. for the 
former area and about 4 p.c. for the latter.

What is easy to state is that, at the best, 
Governments cannot do a great deal.

They can help him by 
definite technical information and advice, 
and are, in fact, doing so. They can help, 
again, by marketing advice, and more 
particularly in regard to co-operative market- 
ing.

And they can help to key up the 
quality. of our production by legislation. 
This has now begun in the Irish Free State, 
and we hope for gradually cumulative re- 
sults from it. But they cannot, short of 
some drastic and, in Ireland, undesired 
attempt at nationalisation, take over re- 
sponsibility for farming itself. This is 
mainly a problem of profitable market, and 
to that theme we hope to return.

HOW TO SELECT 
PULLETS. 


Th: identification of the probable good 
layers in a flock of pullets is not easy, and 
proof of this is found in the. fact that even 
when orly a small number is selected the 
trap nest later shows that very often one or 
two are not so good as the others.

WORK AT GLASNEVIN. 

The idea of silage began some time in the 
’seventies, and in the United States to-day 
there were over a million silos. In England 
it was developing rapidly, while here in

been done at Glasnevin.

CO-OPERATION OF CIVIC GUARDS. 

Mr. J. G. Swift MacNeill presided. ‘The 
at numbered close on fifty, including 
members of the Civic Guard stationed at 
Howth. :

Many warnings 
had been given by the inspector, who on a 
second visit rally found that the cause 
of complaint Fad been removed. 

USE OF THE HUMANE KILLER. 

The Society was very anxious to further the 
use of the humane killer by butchers’ im the 
district and had had demonstrations A ges a 
One butcher at Baldoyle had adopted the 
instrument. They had joined in the petition 
to the Government to make its use compul- 
sory, and that petition was now under the 
consideration of the Minister for Agriculture. 

The Committee were glad to inform mem- 
bers that a slaughter-house had been estab- 
lished at the North Wall for worn-out horses 
for export found to be unfit for a sea voyage. 

The Civic Guard had at all times been most 
helpful to the Society and their inspector in 
promoting inquiries into any case brought to 
their notice. Special thanks were due to Mrs. 
Lynch, Mrs. | án" soihon and Miss Ferrar for 
their successful exertions in aid of the funds. 

The report concluded with a tribute to the 
zeal and sympathy shown by Inspector 
O'Rourke, 

The treasurer’s report showed that the 
receipts (for fifteen months) amounted to 
£146 11s. 4d., of which £89 6s. 6d. came from 
subscriptions and donations. The expenditure 
(for ten months) was £77 17s. 11d. 
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“*This is a very disquieting feature, not 

only to those engaged in this trade, but. to 
the country as a whole, whose rity i 
bound up in this staple indistry,”’ 
““It, therefore, behoves us all, and the Go- 
veroment oí our country, to bestir them- 
selves in searching out the causes of this 
falling off and use their unitéd offorts to 
arrest it. 

“Various reasons have been advanced to 
account for our declining live stock exports, 
prominent amongst which is the ever-in- 
creasing numbers of Canadian imports. 
These animals, which arrive in a well-cared 
condition, have a ready sale, and thrived 
from the time of landing. 

“ At the same time, it must be remem- 
bered that abnormal buying occurred in 
1924 to repair the ravages of the 1923 out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease in” England. 
There was no doubt that this is a ver 
material factor in explanation of the falling 
off in our year’s trading. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 

“I am satisfied, however, that there are 
other equally aes factors which have 
contributed, chie amongst which I might 
mention the position of insecurity in which 
the trader is placed by the destruction with- 
Out compensation of his -stotk at British 
landing places in the event of foot-and- 
mouth disease outbreaks. This does not 
tend to encourage trade, but rather the 
reverse, and, as last year, disease again 
made its appearance in England, it was only 
to be expected that traders would be timorous 
of sending their stock across Channel. 

“ During .the.1923-outbreak a numbre of 
Trish traders were financially ruined owing 
to this cause, and, although the question of 
compensation was raised in the British 
House of Commons, the Northern Parlia- 
ment, and the Dail and Senate, no redress 
was forthcoming for the sufferers. 

COMPENSATION. 

‘This is a most unfortunate state of 
affairs, and one which cannot but have a 
highly injurious effect on our cattle exports 
in times such as the present, when foot-and- 
mouth disease is prevalent in England. I

RECORD OF HALF A 


CENTURY’S WORK. 


Lord Gienavy presided at the meeting, 
which was held at the: hospital in Upper 
Merrion street, Dublin. 

‘The report, which was read by Dr. Kirk- 
patrick (Royal College of Physicians), men- 
tioned t this was the hospital’s jubilee 
year. The hospital was founded in the year 
1876 at Usher's Island by the efforts of the 
late Surgeon BR. L. Swan and Messrs. B. 
Journeaux and T. W. Fisher. It began with 
six beds. In 1883 it was moved to Great 
Brunswick street, where 48 beds were avail- 
able. The fame oí the hospital spread all 
over Ireland; and a tteady stream of de- 
formed children to in. In 1902 
Dr. Swan moved hospital to its present 
site,» where 80 beds were available, and de- 
voted solely to the treatment of deformities. 
it was the only hospital m Ireland treating 
deformities in children exclusively. 

During the fifty years of the hospital's 
existence 30,000 crippled children had been 
treated. Last year 1,576 patients were treated 
in the hospital—i,375 in the “out patients ” 
department and 201 were given special opera- 
tive treatment as “in patients.” The daily 
average number of patients was 69. The at- 
tendance at the dispensary was the largest on 
record. Very young children, if brought re- 
gon to the dispensary, could in most cases

Until the gun was bc sentence 
was deferred by Judge Seely at the Water- 
ford Circuit Court in a case where John 
Lennon, who described himself as “a 
mutinised soldier of the Irish Republic ” and 
a member of Sean an’s flying column, was 
charged in custody with shooting at Thomas 
Butler, Kileorumb, Cappoquin, on the 10th 
of August last, with. intent to do him bodily 
harm. There were also charges of robbing a 

an, the property of Thomas Butler, ‘and of 
Caine in unauthorised possession of firearms. 

Miss Norah Butler, in reply to Mr. E. A. 
Ryan, State Solicitor, stated that at about 6 
p.m, on the 10th of August last she went to 
the ‘kitchen and found two men there, one of 
whom was the accused. He asked her to get 
her brother’s gun, and she said that he had 
not got one. The men eventually found a 
gun in the kitchen and took it, When 
leaving, the prisoner pointed the gun at her, 
saying: ‘‘ Look at this.” She screamed and 
her father arrived. As the men were cross- 
ing the garden he shouted after them : ‘‘Bring 
back that gun ” One of the men turned and 
fired. 

Thomas Butler, father of the last witness, 
deposed that when he shouted to the men to 
bring back the gun the tall man turned. “' He 
did his best for me ” said the witness, ‘‘firing 
at 150 yards.” -He could not identify them. 

Mrs. Marianne Butler stated that she saw 
the two men as they crossed to the hallway 
of the house. The tall man had a gun, and 
she heard her husband call to him to brin 
back the gun. The tall man turned ah 
fired. He was ithe accused: He had visited 
their house on the 14th and the 22nd of July, 
and on one occasion they were so afraid that 
they had to hide until. two o'clock in the 
morning. He said he was “a mutinised 
soldier of the [.B.A.” She made tea for him 
on one occasion. 

The prisoner, who elected to give evidence, 
denied that he was at Butler’s house on the 
10th of August; he was in Clonmel with Jim 
Nugent, who escaped from Mountjoy Jail 
some months ago. 

To Mr. Ryan, he said that Nugent, although 
an escaped prisoner, Was going about openly 
in Clonmel. Continuing, the witness said that 
he would produce Nugent’s mother to cor- 
roborate him, but she was an old woman. 
He had made up his mind not to recognise 
the Court, as had happened ‘at Ca uin, 
but he changed his mind on Saterday ast. 
and conseqnently had not his witnesses. He 
had a good record during the ‘‘ Black and 
Tan’’ days, and bore a good character all 
over the country. He received letters which 
told him to do as he had done before the 
Court in Cappoquin. | 

Judge Seely read the letters, and remarked 
that there was nothing in them only “ keep 
up the old spirit.’’

HEROIC RESCUE. 


FISHERMEN IN PERIL IN 


TRALEE BAY. 
Fralee Harbour Board has receommended to 


the dA OF of the Royal Humane Society 
James Shea, of the Spa, and bis sixtéen-year- 
old son, who, in Tralee Bay, last Saturday 
evening, under exceptionally hazardous cir- 
cumstances, saved the lives of two oyster 
fishers named Moriarty and H. Walsh. 

_ It appears that the Jocal oyster fleet, con- 
sisting of eight boats, each manned by a 
crew ‘of two, was out near the Derrymore 
coast, dredging as usual, when it was caught 
by wx?! — which blew from the south- 
east. Ihe boats were sailing under shortened 
canvas, and the crews were put to their 
utmost to k their frail craft from going 
under as squall after squall struck them. One 
boat, owned by Dan Flaherty, had her sails 
blown to ribbons. 

James Shea’s boat weathered the gale, and, 
arrived safely at her moorings at the Spa 
after a trying experience, with nearly. half a 
ton of water aboard. She was then hailed by 
the skipper of another boat, who-shouted that 
Patrick Moriarty’s boat was nowhere to be 
seen. Without a moment’s hesitation Shea 
put his little craft about, and father and son 


‘set. out on their perilous work of rescue. 


Wind and tide had to be conquered to get 
to the spot where the men in the distressed 
boat—Moriarty and Walsh—were barely seen, 
clinging to the mast of their crippled, boat. 
Shea, by expert seamanship, got to windward 
of the wreck, He threw a rope, and after a 
struggle both men were safely hauled aboard 
the rescuers’ boat. | 

Walsh and Moriarty, after their trying 
ordeal, were unable to render much help to 
their rescuers, who faced their second st le 
homeward under exceptional difficulties, with 
their little boat half fuil of water. It was a 
hard fight.with wind and waves, but they 
won, out.

So far as the big farmer was: concerned, 
the feeding problem was a complex one, but 
he could do better. So far as the small 
farmer was concerned, it was simply a ques- 
tion of working a little harder, producing a 
little more grain, a little more hay, and a 
little more roots to feed his stock somewhat 
better in winter, and “bring them out,” 
younger. If the farmers of the country as 
a whole could be persuaded to do this, they 
could hold the English and Scottish : markets 
against all comers.

Mr. Davidson (Parliamentary Secretary to 
the dmiralty)—I cannot find the slightest evi- 
dence that Colonel Fitzgerald’s body was 
found in this boat, or that he or Lord 
Kitchener ever set foot in it. The Admiralty 
evidence, based on official reports, and con- 
frmed by recent inquiries, is that Colonel 
Yitagerald’'s body was picked up at sea by 
the rescue vessels the night of the disaster, 
June 5th, or early next morning. It was 
identified and reported to the Admiralty on 
the oth of June. I take this opportunity of 
adding that the stories recently circulated in 
the Press, either that this distinguished officer 
was picked up alive some days after the loss 
of the Hampshire or that his body was dis- 
figured are false. The boat in question is a 
loft. skiff dinghy which belonged to the 
Hampshire in 1915, and was approved to be 
replaced by a new one in May, 1916. It is, 
therefore, doubtful whether it was on board 
the Hampshire on June 5th. 

The evidence which the Admiralty has pub- 
lished as to the attempt to launch the Hamp- 
shire’s boats, is that efforts were made to get 
Lord Kitchener into the captain’s galley, an 
entirely different boat; but the weight of 
evidence is that no boats, but only rafte and 
foats, got clear of the ship.
